T h e S ilver D o llar lia s Com e to Stay. 
New Y ork, October 28th.—The Sun’s 
leading editorial says : 
It is a noteworthy 
circumstance that, although we are in the 
m idst of an election canvass for Represent­ 
atives to a new Congress, not a word is 
said anywhere about the silver question. 
Candidates are not asked to pledge them ­ 
selves to vote against silver, and the ene­ 
mies of silver seem to have abandoned the 
light against it. The fact is, the people 
have come around to the position that the 
coinage of the silver dollar does no harm 
whatever. 
All dollars coined np to this 
time, and all that will be coined for the 
next five years, merely replace a corre­ 
sponding am ount of retired national bank 
notes, and thus preserving the country 
from a 
contraction of currency. 
The 
prophecies of financial disaster which were 
so confidentially made at the beginning of 
1885 have proved to be of no m ore value 
than W iggins’ predictions of storms and 
earthquakes. The silver dollar is here to 
stay. 
A C an d id ate's C om plaint. 
St. Loris, October 28th.—Tw enty-eight 
members of the City Republican Com­ 
mittee to-day found themselves defendants 
in a m andam us petition brought before the 
Supreme Court of the State by G. P. Oas- 
tine, one of the Republican candidates for 
Judge of the Criminal Court, asking the 
Court to compel the committee to place on 
the Republican city tickets the petitioner's 
nam e instead of that of J. G. Lodge, who 
was nominated in place of petitioner. Mr. 
Oastine received the nom ination from the 
regular Republican Convention, but certain 
charges were brought against him , and a 
second Convention was called, which re­ 
moved his nam e from among the list of 
candidates and substituted that of Mr.

FOREIGN NEWS. 


T he D iary o f a M u rJered M issionary 
London, October 2Sth.—The diary of 
Bishop H annington, who was put to death 
by order of the King of Uganda, Africa, 
lias been published, giving the details of 
the last week of his life. 
He describes the 
arrival of his party at Lubwas. where the 
Chief, at the head of a thousand troops, 
demanded ten guns and three barrels of 
powder. The Chief asked Bishop H an­ 
nington to remain with him fora day, and 
the latter complied. 
W hile taking a walk 
the Bishop was attacked by about twenty 
natives. 
He struggled with his assailants, 
but became weak and faint, and 
was 
dragged a long distance by the legs. W hen 
his 
persecutors 
halted they stripped, 
robbed him and imprisoned him in a vile 
hut full of vermin and decaying bananas. 
W hile he was lying there, ill and helpless, 
the Chief and his hundred wives came out 
of curiosity to feast their eyes on hint. 
On the next day he was allowed to return 
to his own tent, where, though still ill, he 
felt more comfortable. 
He was still guard­ 
ed, however, by natives. H e rem ained in 
bed during the following day. Parties of 
the 
C hiefs 
wives, 
out 
of 
idle 
curiosity, 
came 
daily 
to 
see him . 
He 
was 
allowed 
to 
send messages 
to his friends, but he believed they were in­ 
tercepted. 
On the seventh day he writes 
that at night the place swarmed with ver 
ntin ; th at the guards were drunk and 
noisy, and that he was unable to go to 
sleep. At last he became delirious. On 
the eighth, October 20th, he was conscious. 
His entries on this day were brief: 
“ No 
news. 
A hyena howled all night, smelling 
a sick man. 
Hope he will not have me 
yet.'’ This is the final entry. 
It is believed 
that shortly after writing this he was taken 
out and put to death.

Sofia. October 28th.—A ta private meet­ 
ing at Tirnova of Deputies belonging to the 
Government party it was unanim ously 
decided to adhere to the Government's 
policy toward Russia. General Kaulbars 
has telegraphed to the Regency, advocating 
the raising of the siege at Sofia and Varna. 
The Russian Consul at Varna threatens 
to order the Russian war ships to bombard 
the town unless the Prefect perm its of free 
access of Russo-Bulgarian partisans to the 
Russian Consulate, or if he tries to prevent 
the landing of sailors from the war ships. 
Members of the Sobranje are preparing 
to elect a Regent to replace Karavelotf. 
B old A dvice to Irish T en an ts. 
D ublin, October 28th.— United Ireland 
tells the Irish tenants that the tim e for 
patient endurance is passed, and says it is 
tim e for them to stand up and light hard, 
hitting from the shoulder. The Unionists, 
it says, have been in power for six months, 
and have not made an attem pt to suppress 
the National League, which is stronger, 
more active and more resolute than ever, 
and laughs at the Government and its 
bluster at threats.

The enemies of the Republican party 
have already entered upon the scheme of 
tying up Republican votes by “ pairing” 
and “ trading.” “ Don’t trade” should be 
the motto and; response of Republicans.

York— Itartlioldi's Colossal 
Statue Dedicated.

New Yobk, October 2Sth—a. m.—Al­ 
though the skies are lead-colored and the 
day is raw and covered with every indica­ 
tion of storm, the streets from one end of 
the city to the other are thronged with 
sight-seers, the majority of whom came 
from a distant part of the State to witness 
the parade and ceremony. Up town flags 
are flying from many private dwellings, 
while the side streets are filled with militia, 
fire companies and various societies, who 
arc to take part in the procession. At 
Madison Square, as early as 7 o'clock this 
morning, crowds began to assemble around 
the reviewing-stand, from which President 
Cleveland is to review the procession. The 
stand is handsomely draped with French 
and American flags. 
All the leading 
hotels and big buildings of the city have 
flags flying and the city presents a gala 
appearance. Down town the suspension 
of business was very general. Wall street 
is deserted and the Stock Exchange alone 
is open for business. 
The fog is so 
thick and heavy that the arrangements 
which have been made by large num­ 
bers of citizens to witness the naval 
parade and ceremonies on Bedlow's Island 
from the roofs of tall buildings will have 
to be abandoned. Cyrus W. Field’s im­ 
mense building, which, on clear days, com­ 
mands a fine view of New York harbor 
and of Liberty’s statue, can be barely dis­ 
tinguished through tfle mist at the distance 
of a few blocks. Field bad invited a num­ 
ber of millionaires and tlieir families to 
view the proceedings from the roof of his 
building. Peddlers are hawking all kinds 
of badges, emblems, flags and buttons 
through the streets and are meeting with 
ready purchasers. A great portion of the 
city’s police force are massed at Battery 
Park, where an enormous crowd is ex­ 
pected. The most handsome piece of dec­ 
oration in the city is the magnificent arch 
extending from the World building to the 
Postoffiee, loaded witii evergreens and fra­ 
grant flowers. At this hour (0:4-5 A. M.) the 
weather gives no signs of clearing, and a 
storm seems certain before the day is over. 
The labor parade, which moved out at Í) 
o'clock, included between 25,000 and 35,000 
men. 
THE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY 
AND FRENCH 
Gl’ESTS. 
N ew Y o r k. October 28th—Noon.—The 
President reached the reviewing stand at 
Madison Square at 10:40. He was greeted 
with hearty cheers as he drove down the 
avenue and drew up in front of the stand. 
After the President had taken his place on 
the reviewing stand the members of the 
French delegation were presented to him. 
Most of the space on the stand was re­ 
served for the French guests. They were 
headed by M. Bartholdi, Count De Lesseps, 
Admiral Jaures, General l elissier. Colonel 
De Pay, William Bigot, Colonel De Lous- 
sidat and Lieutenant Villegert. 
The 
French delegation was in charge of Captain 
Ferdinand Levy, Captain Schilling, Lieu­ 
tenant Watts and Colonel Collins. Among 
the other distinguished guests on the re­ 
viewing stand were General Sheridan and 
staff and Governor Hill, accompanied by 
the Lieutenant-Governor and staff. 
HOW THEY WERE RECEIVED. 
The crowd in Madison Square, when the 
party reached the reviewing stand, was 
vast! The side streets were choked with 
humanity, and Broadway was clogged with 
vehicles and street cars above and below 
the intersection of the line of march. 
When Governor Hill mounted the plat­ 
form there were cheers. When Bartholdi, 
the sculptor, appeared, lie was easily recog­ 
nized by the mass who had seen his por­ 
traits on the programmes and in the illus­ 
trated papers, and a shout went up from 
those nearest the stand. The cry of “ Bar­ 
tholdi, Bartholdi,” was then caught up on 
both the reviewing and grand stands. The 
crowds on the avenue curbings, np and 
down, heard the name and passed it to the 
people in the park and the side streets 
until the air was shaken with a roar of 
cheering that must have gladdened the 
heart of the Alsatian, who bowed and 
bowed his acknowledgment, and then 
the 
carriage 
was 
driven 
to 
the 
rear of the stand. Then came the Presi­ 
dent and his party. Instantly he was rec­ 
ognized, and again the crowds shook the 
welkin with their shouts. On the review­ 
ing stand President Cleveland was presented 
with three handsome baskets of flowers, 
gifts of young ladies in the city. As the 
various military and civic organizations 
passed they saluted by dropping their col­ 
ors, and the President responded by lifting 
his hat. Nearly every band in passing 
played the " Marseillaise,” the French na­ 
tional hymn. 
A MILLION OF HUMAN BEINGS. 
It is estimated that fully 1,000,000 people 
took part in the festivities. The wet pave­ 
ment. the mud, the chilly atmosphere and 
the general discomfort were no appreciable 
bar to the public enthusiasm. From the 
boundary line east and west at the river 
fronts drifts of people moved, until, when 
nearing the line of march, there grew to be 
a tide of humanity jammed np against the 
police lines, and which sent back con­ 
stantly a flowing stream into the near-by 
avenues.TnE MAMMOTH PROCESSION. 
The procession was to have started at 9 
o’clock, but at that hour it had only begun 
to form. The Fifth United States Artillery, 
commanded by Colonel John Hamilton, 
and the Engineer Corps took their position 
in front of Secretary Whitney’s house at 
Fifty-eighth street and Fifth avenue a few 
minutes after 9 o’clock. Next came the 
Old Guard, who stood near the carriages, 
in waiting for President Cleveland and the 
members of the Cabinet to leave Whitney’s 
residence, where they had spent the night. 
Promptly at 10 o’clock the President, ac­ 
companied by Secretary Bayard, descended 
the steps and entered an open carriage. 
They were followed by Secretary Whitney, 
Postmaster-General Vilas, Secretary La­ 
mar, Rear Admiral Luce and staff and 
Major Whipple. The Old Guard preceded 
the carriages, and at 10:15 commenced to 
march down Fifth avenue. Both sides of 
the avenue were crowded with people, who 
waved their lints and applauded loudly as 
the President’s carriage passed. On all 
sides of the streets from Central Park to 
the reviewing stand on Twenty-fourth 
street, different military companies and 
civic organizations were formed. The car­ 
riages containing the President and Cabinet 
were followed by a battalion of 250 police. 
The United States Naval Brigade came 
next, with the Enginer Corps, which con­ 
sisted of 250 men. The Second Regiment, 
National Guards of New York, then fell 
in line, together with a detachment of 
tire Massachusetts Volunteer Militia. They 
were to’lowed by the Seventh, Eighth, 
Eleventh, Twelfth and First Regiments 
and the French societies, numbering 2,500 
men. Tire Governors of Massachusetts, 
Maine. Vermont, Connecticut, Rhode 
Island, New Jersey, New York. Maryland, 
and their staffs, together with United States 
Judges, entered carriages at the Windsor 
Hotel, and fell into line between the 
French associations. After these followed 
the divisions made up of Mayors and 
officials from various cities, visiting police­ 
men and firemen. Veterans of 1S12, Grand 
Army Posts, civic societies and volunteer 
firemen’s associations. The Knights of 
Pythias of Indiana, numbering 2<J0 men, 
followed, and other organizations. 
t r e ss d e c o r a t io n s. 
As soon as the procession had passed, the 
President and party were driven to North 
river and were taken on board of the Dis­ 
patch. On reaching Main street, to the 
north of the Postoffice, the procession 
turned in toward Park Row. and then 
marched down again toward Broadway. 
This W3S done in order to pass under the 
magnificent arch of evergreens, flags and 
mottoes erected in front of the World 
building. It was just about noon when 
the column reached this point. The Tri­ 
bune, Times, Son and Mail and Espre s and 
other newspaper buildings were all taste­

ing. It was after L o’clock when the signal 
gun to start was tired and the column began 
its forward movement. The United States 
steamship Dispatch lay off West Twenty- 
third street, and as the column of boats ap- 
Ereached, President Cleveland arrived with 
is suite and prepared to get on board. As 
the guns fired the President’s salute a halt 
was ordered until the Dispatch got under 
way, when, with a loud blast of whistles, 
the column of boats followed in behind, 
bound south to Bedlow’s Island. 
CEREMONIES AT THE UNVEILING. 
The music that was played while the 
officials were assembled on Bedlow's Island 
this afternoon was followed by the signal- 
gun that announced the beginning of the 
ceremonies. Prayer was offered by Rev. 
Dr. Richard S. Storrs, and Count Ferdinand 
de Lesseps then delivered the addreS3 on 
behalf of the Franco-American Union. 
He spoke in French, and with an energy- 
equal to any- speaker of the day-, far ex­ 
ceeding in this respect Senator Kvarts. 
Senator Kvarts and Mr. Depew wore skull 
caps while speaking, but the octogenarian 
canal-diggcr faced the storm boldly- with­ 
out any covering to his silvered head, al­ 
though he stood further forward in the 
drizzling rain than did any of the other 
speakers. He began with a jocular aside, 
apparently- in regard to the steam whistles, 
which kept up a very ill-mannered series 
of toots throughout the proceedings. De 
Lesseps said: 


Citizens oj America: I hasten to accept your 
gracious invitation exteuilod by tlie Govern 
nient of the great American Republic. It is a 
generous idea on the part of him who presided 
over the erection of the statue of Liberty. It 
honors equally those who have conceived and 
those who understood it in its acceptance. 
“ Liberty Enlightening the World!” Grand 
beacon ! raised amidst the waves of the ocean 
beating upon the shore of free Ameri a ! In 
disembarking under its light, one would know 
thnt he treads on soil where individual initia­ 
tive has developed its fullest strength, where 
progress is religion, where great fortunes be­ 
come popular oy their charitable enterprises in 
encouraging education and science, and scatter­ 
ing abroad fruitful seeds for the future. You are 
right. American citizens, to tie proud of your 
“ go ahead." In speaking to you of the sympa­ 
thies of France. I know I express the thought 
of all lay compatriots. There is no painful nor 
sad memories between the two countries, and 
but one solitary rivalry—that of progress. We 
accept yuur intentions, as you accept ours, 
without jealousy. You love men who dare ami 
persevere. I say I like your “ go ahead." We 
uuderstand each other when I speak this lan­ 
guage. I feel myself at home when I am with 
you, illustrious descendants of the French no­ 
bility who crossed tiie Atlantic ft hundred years 
ago, briugiug to you the aurora of your inde­ 
pendence. 
Senator Evarts next made the presenta­ 
tion address, as follows : 
Mr. P r e s id e n t : The scene upon which this vast 
assemblage is collected displays a transaction 
in human affairs which rimls no precedent or 
record in tiie past; nor in the long future we 
may feel assured will it ever confrout its coun­ 
terpart or parallel. How can we fitly frame in 
words the sentiments, motives aud emotions 
which have filled aud moved the hearts 
aud minds of 
two great nations in 
the 
birth of 
this noble 
conception, 
this graml embodiment, the complete ex­ 
ecution of 
this stupendous mouunieiit, 
now unveiled to the admiring gaze ot men. and 
emblazoned—.n its coronation of finished work 
—with the plaudits Of the world! What orna­ 
ments of speeeli : what eloquence of human 
voice : what costly gifts of gold, of frankincense 
aud of myrrh of our hearts’ trihu e can 
we bring io the celebration of this con­ 
summate triumph of genius, of skill, of 
labor, and which .-peaks to-day, and will 
-peak forever the thoughts, feelings and friend­ 
ships of these two p pillous, powerful and free 
republics, knit together in their pride and joy at 
their own established freedom, and in their 
hope aud purpose that the glad light of liberty 
shall enlighten the world? The genius, courage, 
devotion of spirit, and indomitable will of the 
great sculptor, Bartholdi—whose well-earned 
fame justified the trust committed to him—have 
together wrought out ill stubborn brass and iron 
this artist's dream, this airy conception of liis 
mind, this shaiiely sculpture of his cunning 
hand, till here it stands upon its firm base as if 
the natural playmate of the dements, fearing 
no harm from all the winds that blow. As with 
the French people, so with our own. the whole 
means ior the great expenditures of this woi k 
have come from the free contributions of the 
people themselves; and thus the common 
people of both nations may justly point 
to a greater, a nobler monument, in 
and 
of 
the 
history. 
and 
progress, 
ami weltarc of the human race, than Emperors, 
Kings, or Governments have ever raised. This 
statue, on tiie 4th of July, 1881, in Paris, was de­ 
livered to and accepted by our Government, by 
the authority of the President of the United 
States, delegated to and executed by Minister 
Morton. To-day, in the name ot the citizens of 
the United States, who have completed the 
pedestal and raised thereon the statue, and of 
the voluntary committee who have executed 
the will of their fellow-citizens, I declare, in 
your presence, aud in the presence of these dis­ 
tinguished guests from France, and of this au­ 
gust assemblage of honorable and honored men 
of our own land, and of this countless multi­ 
tude, that this pedestal and united work ot ttie 
two republics is completed and surrendered to 
the care and keeping of the Government aud 
people of these United States. 
THE p r e s id e n t ' s ACCEPTANCE. 
At the conclusion of Senator Evarts' 
speech the signal was given, and the veil 
was withdrawn from the face of the statue, 
amid the booming of cannon and the 
shrieking of whistles from hundreds of 
steamers and other craft gathered around 
the island. 
This indescribable ovation 
continued for fully half an hour. Senator 
Kvarts then, when the tiring and other 
noises had subsided, introduced Grover 
Cleveland, President of the United States, 
who, in accepting the statue, said : 
The people of the United States accept with 
gratitude from their brethren of the French 
Republic this grand and completed work of art 
we here inaugurate. This token of affection 
and consideration of the tieople of Franco dem­ 
onstrates the kinship of the two republics, and 
conveys tous the assurance that, in our efforts 
to commend to nmukiud the excellence of a 
Government resting upon the popular will, we 
stili have beyond tbe American continent a 
steadfast ally. We art- not here to-day to bow 
before tiie representation of any tierce 
and warlike god, filled with wrath and ven­ 
geance, but we joyously contemplate our own 
deity, keeping w atch and ward before the open 
gate's of America, and one greater than all that 
have been celebrated in ancient Troy. Instead 
of grasping in bcr hands the thunderbolts of 
terror and of death, she holds aloit that light 
which illuminates the way to man’s enfran­ 
chisement We will not forget that Liberty has 
here made her home; nor shall her t bosen altar 
be neglected. Willing votaries will cotistantly 
keep alive its fires, and these shall gleam upoii 
the shores of our sister republx in the east. 
Refiected thence, and joined with an-wering 
rays, that stream of light shall pierce tlie dark­ 
ness of ignorance and of man’s oppression, un­ 
til "Liberty Enlightens the World." 
l a f e v r e ’s a d d r e ss. 
After President Cleveland came M. A. 
Lafevre, Minister Plenipotentiary of France, 
who spoke as the representative of the re­ 
public of France. H esaid: 
In the presence of so imposing an assembly, 
and as a prelude to the ceremony w Uieli consol­ 
idates the secular friendship of two great na­ 
tions. it Is an honor and a hearty pleasure to me 
to present to you, in the name of the French 
Government and of the entire French nation, 
the sincere and warm assurance of sympathetic 
participation tn tbe inauguration of to-day. It 
is one splendid with solemn and impressive im­ 
port, for it is one of those which form an epoch 
in history. This colossal Statue of Liberty, 
molded by a great artist, would anywhere at­ 
tract attention: but here, ou American soil, it 
evinces a special significance, symbolizing the 
existence aud development of your nation dur­ 
ing more than one hundred years. To us Amer­ 
icans and Frenchmen liberty is not only a 
common doctrine—it is al-o a family tie. 
From an alliance lietween the two nations 
sprang forth the most dizzling manifestation of 
its expansion and radiance through the universe, 
it will be an eternal honor tn France to have 
seconded the effortof your heroism, ami to have 
understood, in its tint dawn, the sublime pros­ 
pects which were promised to mankind by your 
generous ardor. This symbol which we inaug­ 
urate to-day is net a mere al'egorical pledge of 
fraternal union lietween the two grea'est repub­ 
lics of the world. It is greeted simultaneously 
bv more than one hundred millions ot freemen, 
w’ho tender friendly hands to each other across 
the ocean. Among the thousands of Europeans 
who are duly conveyed to these hospitable 
shores, no one will pass before this glorious 
emblem without immediately pe'cciriug its 
inora! greatness, nor without greeting it with 
respect and thankfulce: s. 
CONCLUDING CEREMONIES. 
There was more music by Gilmore’s 
Twenty-second Regiment Band, and then 
t'hauncev M. Depew delivered the com­ 
memoration address. “ Old Hundred" was 
played by the band and the assembly 
joined in singing the " Doxologv.” The 
ceremonies were closed with a benediction 
pronounced by Right Rev. Henry C. Pot­ 
ter, D. D., Assistant Bishop of the diocese 
of New York. A national salute was then 
fired simultaneously by all the batteries in 
the harbor, afloht and ashore. 
INCIDENTS OF TnE CELEBRATION. 
Three batteries took part in the salute of 
100 guns fired from the Battery on a wired 
signal at the moment ol unveiling the 
statue. The steamers in the bay blew their 
whistles, and the men-of-war returned the 
salute from their guns. At 4 o’clock the 
vessels w hich had taken part in the naval 
parade bfiwn to return anj deposit their 
cargoes of sight seers at the Battery and 
near by on the wharves. At 4:20 P. if. the 
guns on Governor’s Island and other forts 
ami those on the wtir ships were unmasked 
an i belched forth their thunder for half an 
i hour. 
! The New York Society of Amateur Fho- 
fogiaplsy chartered a steamer for the day 
cf some of the immense structures being 
here hidden almost from view. 
THE NAVAL TAGEANT. 
A fternoon.—The formation of the m a­ 
rine part of the parade began in the Hud­ 
son river. opposite West Forty-fifth street, 
at an early hour, but owing to tbe foggy 
weather it wag nearly 1 o'clock before the 
signal gun was fired. At this time there 
were probable one hundred vessels drawn 
up in two division*. The first was com­ 
posed of large steamers, and the second of t

It was on the programme to have a grand 
pvroteheCnic display on the island and at 
the Battery, and to illuminate the statue 
for tbe first rime to-nighr, bnt the rain and 
fog rendered bcriii futile, and they were 
abandoned.

I m p o r ta n t D e c isio n . 
The Supreme Court yesterday rendered a 
decision in the case of Meeker vs. Dalton. 
The case involved the title to a lot of land 
in Lodi, which had been sold, with adja­ 
cent property, by the plaintiff, to one Geo. 
Ringer, who in turn deeded it to Dalton. 
Subsequently Meeker discovered that the 
lot in controversy was not included, by 
mistake, in the deed, and commenced suit 
for its possession. The case was decided in 
the lower Court in favor of defendant, and 
an appeal taken. In deciding the appeal 
the Supreme Court held that the fact that 
the ¡and in question was intended to be 
conveyed to defendant, by the deed from 
the plaintiff, (vc-n though by mistake it 
was not included in the description, estab­ 
lishes his right to the possession, and con- 
stitu'es the defensa as equitable and as 
legal title. Tbe judgment of the lower 
Court was therefore affirmed.

CHINESE DISINTERMENTS. 
Secretary Bayard Appealed to by a Cbí­ 
nese Club in San Francisco. 
The Chinese of San Francisco have 
formed a club for the purpose of resisting 
the fee charged for exhuming bodies by a 
San Francisco ordinance. They have sent 
a memorial to Washington, to be laid be­ 
fore the State Department. 
Yesterday 
Governor Stoneman received the following 
documents front Washington relative to 
the matter, that are self-explanatory : 
D epartm ent of State, 
W ashington. D. C., October 20,1886. j 
The Hon. George Stoneman, Governor of the 
Stale of California, Sacramento. California— 
Sir : f have the honor to inclose for your 
consideration a copy of a note from Chang 
Yen Hoon, the Minister of China here, 
dated the 14th inst.. relative to a charge of 
ten dollars for exhuming the bodies of de­ 
ceased Chinese to be sent hack to China. 
The Minister’s note states the facts fully, 
and asks the intervention of this Depart­ 
ment to have the fee reduced, provided it is 
not possible to have it abolished altogether. 
While it is not doubted here that the ex­ 
humation fee is of general application to 
all interments for removal, and not to Chi­ 
nese bodies alone, yet as Chinese exhuma­ 
tions are numerous it may be questioned 
whether an onerous fee for the license does 
not in practice bear on the Chinese more 
than others. I have the honor to be. sir, 
your obedient servant, 
T. F. Bayard. 
Chinese Legation, 
W ashington, D. C., October 14. 1886. j 
Sir: i have the honor to inform you 
that the Chinese Consul-General at San 
Francisco represents in a petition to me 
“ that the Chinese club at that port con­ 
template the exhumation of the dead bodies 
or bones of their countrymen buried there, 
for the purpose of sending them back to 
China. The deceased which have poster­ 
ity are to be attended to by them, but 
those who have none are to be cared for by 
the club, the expenses of which are to be 
defrayed from funds raised by subscrip­ 
tions ; that ths official city surveyor will 
not permit any exhumation unless a fee of 
$10 is first paid for each ; that there are from 
800 to 000 bodies which have no posterity, 
but those that have are not few in number ; 
so that the fees if paid at that rate would 
amount to more than ten thousand dollars, 
which it would be very hard to raise money 
enough to m eet; that this regulation only 
prevails in a few counties but not through­ 
out the State of California, nor is it cus­ 
tomary in the legislation of the United 
States; that unless some modification of 
the regulation and reduction of the fee be 
made, the charitable purpose of the club 
will be defeated and it will be an endless 
grievance to the departed spirits, and that 
lie prays a communication be made to the 
Secretary of State on the subject, with a 
view that a considerable reduction of the 
fee may be made it the said regulation can­ 
not be wholly abolished.” 
These Chinese subjects came to the 
United States from a great distance and 
unfortunately departed this life from sick- 
neis here. Your Government is noted for 
its generosity in extending kindness and 
hospitality to aliens residing here, and it 
is naturally expected that it would have 
more compassion on the unfortunate de­ 
ceased Chinese. 
Now, the officials of San Francisco, and 
of some of the other counties of California, 
will not permit an exhumation unless a 
heavy fee is paid for that purpose. This 
act, in my opinion, is one of undue hard­ 
ship, and I would therefore deem it a favor 
if vou would kindly communicate with the 
State authorities on the subject, to the end 
that the officials may forego their demands, 
and that if they cannot do so in entirety, 
they may reduce the amount to the sum of 
one or two dollars, in order that the bodies 
of the deceased may be conveyed back to 
their native homes, which great kindness 
will be shared by their surviving friends. 
The reputation of your Excellency for 
benevolence encourages me with the hope 
that you will be willing to contribute to­ 
wards the accomplishment of such a chari­ 
table and good purpose. 
Accept, sir, the renewed assurement of 
my highest consideration. 
(Chinese characters)

GovernorStoneman disposed of the whole 
matter by referring it to the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors.

Proclamation. 


State of Caliporxta, 
Exkctt.ve Departí:f.nt, 
Sacramento, July 31,1886.} 
W 
HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning on the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, ol the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. All property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
value, to be ascertained as provided bv law. 
The word property, a.- used in thi3 article and 
section, is nereby declared to include moneys, 
credits, bonds, stocks, clues, franchises and all 
other matters and tilings, real, personal and 
mixed, callable of private ownership; proi'Ulcd, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United States, this State, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt fi-om taxation. Growing vines and 
fr.iit trees shall be deemed to be and shall be 
assessed and taxed as a port of the realty; and, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Tec ot this article; and, 
provided further, ihftt the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for the exemption from taxation of snips 
and vessels owued and registered or enrolled in 
this btate, or may tax such ships aud vessels on 
their grosser net earnings, m lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to bona fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation in anv form is prohibited. 
Skc. 8. The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer in this State to make and deliver 
to the uintv Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forih specifically all prop­ 
erty, real aud personal, except railroad property, 
as defined in Section Ten of this article, owned 
dv such taxpayer, or In his possession or under 
his control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
first Monday in March. 
Sic. 10. All property, except railroad prop­ 
erty, as hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship, or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
any portion thereof, in this State, shall, on or 
before tbe first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent upon the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first day of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right of way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferrylioats. when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, ana upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gage*, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by which a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property belonging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The 
gross annual earnings earned during the year 
ending on the thirty-iirst day ot December last 
preceding, of all railroads, shall be, annually, 
before the first day of May thereafter, ascertained 
and declared by the State Board of Equalization, 
under such rules aud regulations as may be pre­ 
scribed by said Board; provided, however, that 
the I^«4islature may at any time pass laws pre­ 
scribing said rules and regulations. In all cases 
where railroads are situated partly within this 
State aud partly without this 8tate, the gross an­ 
nual earnings thereof shall be ascertained and 
determined by taking: 


Firet- The gross earnings which, during the 
year last preceding, have been earned wholly 
within this State. 
Second—'The gross earnings which, during the 
Fame vear, have been earned partly within this 
Btate and partly without this elate, which shall 
be ai-certained by apportioning such earnings 
between this State ana other States or Territo­ 
ries, in the proportion which the number of 
miles of bi’ch railroad situated in thH State, and 
used in making such earnings, bears to^he 
whole number of miles thereof, by the use of 
which such earnings have been made. The pro­ 
portion of interstate earnings thus ascertained 
shall be added to the earnings made wholly 
within the State, and the total thus obtained 
shall be taken and deemed to l»e the gross earn­ 
ings of such railroads for all purposes of assess­ 
ment and taxation. For every purpo-e of tlii* 
section, except for the purpose of ascertaining 
the proportion of interstate earnings to be added 
to the earnings made wholly within this State, 
all railroads operated as one «ys’em shall be 
treated as one road. One-tliird of the tax paid 
by corj>ora’.ions or persons owning or operating 
railroads under the provisions of this section 
shall become part of Inc General I und of this 
State, and two thir Is thereof shall be paid to 
the county o r» unties in which said railroad is 
situated, in 
»rtion to the length of the rail­ 
road opcrat 
the several comities. For the 
purposes of this section a consolidated city and 
county shall be treated asacounty. Any corpo­ 
ration, asaocia* ion, partnership, person or per­ 
sons, unlawfully failing or refusing to pay the 
tax herein provided, when the same shall be­ 
come due. or within thirty days thereafter, shall 
be deemed to have waived their right to operate 
their railroads within this State. The taxes 
herein provided for. together with such penalties 
as the Legislature may impose for the non pay­ 
ment thereof, shall be- a lien upon the property 
hereinbefore in this section designated, and may 
be enforced in such manner a« the Legislature 
may by law prescribe. All railroads, so far a? 
the same are situated within the boundaries of 
any common school district, shall be subject to 
an ad valorem tax for school purposes voted by 
the electors of the district, at a special election 
held for that purpose, the same a3 other prop­ 
erty situated within the district, anything m 
this article to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And all railroads, as far as they are situated 
within the boundaries of any incorporated city 
or town, shall be subject to an ad valorem tax 
for municipal purposes the same as other prop­ 
erty situated therein, anything in this article to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 
Sec. 11. Income taxes may be assessed and 
collected from persons, corporations, joint stock 
associations or companies, resident or doing 
business in this State, or any one or more of 
them, in such cases and amounts and in such 
manner as shall be prescribed by law. No Court 
within this State shall have power, by injunc 


tinn or otherwise, to interfere with, hinder or 
delay the collection of any lax laid under the 
form of law, except upon a showing that tho 
fame property has been taxed more than onco 
lor the same purpose in the same year, and then 
oul; upon payment to the Tax Collector, or into 
Court, ol a sum equal to the amount of one of 
the taxes so laid UDon the property in question: 
provided, that in all cases actions may be main- 
taiued against the ’1 ax Collect r to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
such illegal taxes t ave been paid. It shall bo 
the duty of the Courts in which such actions 
may be brouaht, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 
SCHEDULE. 
Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ao- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, inrerest or 
penalty; and all laws in force at the adop' ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in full force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legislature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made is the vear eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, aud shall be upon tho 
gross earnings, to be ascertained as herein pro­ 
vided, for the entire year of eighteen hundred 
and eighty-five. Taxation for the fiscal year 
ending-June thirtieth, eighteen hundred and 
eighty five, Ls not affected by this amendment. 
Now, Tiikkefore, pursuant to the provision* 
of the Constitution and an Act of the Legisla­ 
ture, entitled "An Act to Provide for the Sub­ 
mission of Proposed Amendments to the Con­ 
stitution of the State of California to the Quali­ 
fied Hectors lor their Approval, approved 
March 7U, A. D. 1S83,' the said amendment i* 
submitted to be voted upon, by ballot, by the 
qualified electors of the Ststc on 
Tuesday, Noiember 2,1886. 


The amendment is designated “ Amendment 
Number One,” and the ballots used at such 
election must contain the words, “ FOR THB 
AMENDMENT Number One,” or the worde, 
“ AGAINST THE AMENDMENT Number One,” 
written or printed thereon. 
And I do hereby offer a reward of one hundred 
dollars for the arrest and conviction of any and 
every person violating any of the provisions of 
Title IV., Part I, of the Penal Code; such rewards 
to be paid until the total amount expended 
hereafter for the purpose reaches the sum often 
thousand dollars.
